With large pieces of absorbent cotton 
over his mouth 4nd nostrils, and with 
the gas turned on full, a young man, 
whose effects indicate that he was Oscar 
Heard of Brownwood, Texas, was found 
dead in his room on the third floor of 
the Burlington Hotel, 1624 Market street, 
Monday. 

When repeated knocks on his door 
failed to bring a response, Arthur Krae- 
mer entered the room with a pass key. 
The odor of gas was not strong enough 
to prevent him from entering, and a 
window which was open permitted the 
circulation of air. 

Under these circumstances it is not 
believed that the young man could have 
been overcome by the gas. 

At the hotel it Is believed that when 
he saw that his attempt to kill himself 
in that way would fail, he attemputed 
to hasten his end by:using the cotton 
soaked in some anesthetic. Kraemer 
says that the cotton was still .damp. 
There were no evidences of a ‘struggle 
or. robbery. The odor of gas was so 
strong that he could not tell what the 
odor, from the cotton was. 

The young man wore only his under- 
wear. The suit which he had worn Sup- 
day when he arrived at the hotel and 
registered as Oscar Heard, was in a 
suitcase near his bed, with three other 
suits. 

In the case, also, were an autograph 
album and a postcard album, both bear- 
ing the name Oscar Heard and those of 
Mrs. Lee Heard and Master Howard 
Heard. 

In a pockét of one of the coats was a 
deposit slip on a Texas bank bearing 
the name Oscar Heard. 

The young man arrived at the hotel 
on an early train Sunday, and asked for 
a quiet rodm. He remained there 
through the forenoon, but went out for 
a few hours in the afternoon. At & 
p. m. he went to his room, saying he 
was going to bed. 

He was apparently 2% yedrs old, and 
had dark brown ‘hair and blue eyes.

Farmer’s Stomach for 
Traces of Poison. 





DEATH FROM FRACTURE 





New Witness Saw Waeltz 
With Sidney Baker on 
Street Car. 





Midnight disinterment of the body of 
Peter Waeltz will be followed by a 
chemical examination of the stomach 
and other vital organs, which are now 
being. preserved for the purpose by 
State’s Attorney Teckunye of Belle- 
ville. 

Dr. B. M. Irwin, Coroner of St. Clair 
County, reported to Mr. Tecklenburg 
Monday that, in his examination of the 
body at the grave in Dutch Hill Ceme- 
tery after the disinterment early Sun- 
day, he found the neck broken. This 
fracture, he said, caused death. 

Chemical examination, Dr. Irwin be- 
lieves, will. throw additional light on 
the story told by Miss Nellie Morton, 
now a prisoner. She accuses her sweet- 
heart, Sidney Baker, now a fugitive, of 
chloroforming Waeltz in Baker's pho- 
tograph gallery before the old man’s 
fatal fall down the stairs of the Stookey 
Bullding in Belleville. 

The physicians are net certain that 
chloroform would leave a trace which 
an examination of the stomach would 
now disclese, but if such a trace were 
found it would be valuable corrobera- 
tive evidence. 

Ceroner Irwin, with Deputy Coroner 
Spannagel, went to Dutch HI) Ceme- 
tery, which is five miles south of New 
Athens, St. Clair County, late Saturday 
night. A. H. Hull, an undertaker, ac- 
companied them, and with the sexton 
of the cemetery, dug up the body. 

Nellie Morton's story has been in part 
confirmed by Miss Lizzie Fohne of 
Belleville, whose partial story of the 
tragedy was told in Sunday’s Post-Dis- 
patch. She told how she and Miss 
Anna Hahnloser, a bride-elect of the 
coming week, called at Baker’s studio 
the night of Nov. 21 to take Miss Morton 


to a dance with them. She told of see-f 


ing Waeltz drinking beer there, and 
said that when she and her companion 
left, everyone seemed friendly, Miss 
Morton declined to go to the dance with 
them, 


POLICEMAN WHOSE LIFE WAS 





SAVED BY DR. BERNAYS DIES 





Mortimer O’Sullivan, Secretary to 
Chief Smith, Succumbs 
to Lung Trouble. 


Mortimer O’Sullivan’s life, prolonged 
for several years by one of the most 
remarkable and successful operations 
ever performed by the late Dr. A. C. 
Bernays, was ended by congestion of 
the lungs. The funeral of the veteran 
policeman, who was lately private sec- 
retary to Chief of Detectives Smith, 
will be held Wednesday from his late 
home, 4462 Page boulevard. 

O’Sullivan, when walking a beat in 
one of the toughest districts of North 
St. Louis, was shot through the abdo- 
men by a negro. The wound was very 
similar to that which caused the death 
of President McKinley. 

Laparotomy, at that time an opera- 
tion seldom resorted to in the United 
States, was performed by Dr. Bernays, 
and the wounded policeman’'s life was 
saved. Dr. Bernays used to say that 
the case made his reputation. 

O’Sullivan was fond of telling of this 
incident in his career. He remained in 
good health until his wife died, a year 
ago. After that he failed rapidly. He 
leaves three sons and three daughters. 


WOMAN TIES ROPE TO ARM, 
DROWNS HERSELF IN A LAKE 


NEVADA, Mo., Nov. 80.—Believed to 
have suddenly been bereft of her rea- 
son, Mrs. H. C. Moore, wife of a well- 
known Nevada business man, tied a 
rope to one of her arms and threw her- 
self into the lake at Lake Park, a re- 
sort owned by her husband.

Dr. Harrison Tells Audience at Temple Is 
Modern Society Is Woman-Ruled and 
Woman-Made ana Therein He 


Sees 


That more men teachers are needed 
in the public schools to keep boys from 
being made mollycoddles by the influ- 


ence of women teachers is the opinion 
of the Rev. Dr. Leon Harrison. 

In his address at Temple Israel Sun- 
day morning, Rabbi Harrison coupled a 
demand for a change in teaching meth- 
ods, along the line of increasing the 
manly and masculine influence, with a‘ 
denunciation of fashionable American 
society. He termed present-day society 
woman-made and woman-ruled, and 
pointed out evils traceable, he believed, 
to this feminine domination. 

His Views on Teaching. 

His theme was “The Ascendancy of 
Woman in Our Modern Life, for Good 
and for Evil.”’ 

In the part of his address relating to 
education, Dr. Harrison said: 

‘‘Let no word of mine be construed as 
detracting from the splendid efficiency 
and necessary self-sacrifice of our great 
army of wemen teachers. But let it be 
asserted with no less emphasis that, 
with no faylt whatever attaching to the 
personalities of these many admirable 
women, a fault does attach to the sys- 
tem that allows hundreds of thousands, 
if not millions, of growing boys passing 
from boyhood into manhood to be sub- 
jected practically exclusively to the fem- 
inine educational influence. 

“It seems today to many educators of 


‘the first distinction that, in these sus- 


ceptible years of a boy’s maturing life, 
he should baye before him in his teach- 
er, &@ man as an example of manliness, 
whom the boy, with the unconscious im- 
itativeness of boyhood, and in his crudé 
yet passionate hero worship, would emu- 
late and follow. 

A Great Silent Influence. 

‘Teachers are tremendous silent in- 
fluences. Teachers teach even when they 
are mute; they influence; they incar- 
nate or they do not incarnate, for the 
vigilant eye of the boy his ideals that 
should and do mold him. It is being 
increasingly felt by our great teach- 
ers of educational science that there is 
in this regard an excessive feminization 
in our schools. There is a tendency to 
feminize the boy. 

“It would undoubtedly be vastly better 
if sufficient inducements could be of- 
fered in material recompense or in the 
increased prestige of the post, if more 
men, manly, magnetic characters, as 
well as scholars by training, could be 
attracted to the teaching profession. 

“Tt would be an invaluable addition to 
school discipline and to personal influ- 
ence, if the teacher, a man, could lead 





: in the boys’ sports, and thus were his 


Evil. 

pupils are not on guard, learn to know 
them as one can in play, in their moral 
strength, in their moral infirmities, in 
their characteristics of manliness and 
unmanliness. 

“The ascendency thus attained by the 
man teacher would be invaluable to him 
in. exercising that influence upon boy. 
character that is, after all, more im- 
portant than geometry or zoology or 
all of the isms of oligies put together. 

“I make a plea, not against the wor- 
thy woman teacher, but for the addition 
to her ranks of more men to masculin- 
ize our boys’ schools and our boys’ 
characters.’’ 


Women in Society. 
Of the ascendency of women in so- 


ciety, and its results, Dr. Harrison said: 

“American society is entirely woman- 
made, hardly at all man-made. Woman 
is its autocrat and doorkeeper and law- 
giver. I point to the supremacy of 
woman's sway in our American social 
life, and I ask what consequences have 
flown therefrom. What has been the 
outcome of that unlimited influence in 
the color and complexion of our social 
life? 


“This question is easily’ answered, 


though the answer is painful to Ameri- | 


Our society can readily bé 
compared wiin that, for instance, of 
France or of England, and the consen- 
sus of opinion with regard to the results 
of this comparison is practically unani- 
mous. : 

“In our American society we see a 
certain kind of exclusiveness,. which 
opens its doors readily enough, how- 
ever, to the possessors of gigantic for- 
tunes. We see snobbery, vulgar dis- 
play, inane and imbecile amusements, 
and an insane and pitiable abasement 
to the dust before transatlantic titles. 

‘We see a woman of a well-known 
American family, sister of a grept- 
hearted women philanthropist, not satis- 
fied with an honest American gentleman 
of suitable station, allying herself with 
a wretched French Count; and 
separating herself from him, amid a foul 
atmosphere of reciprocal scandal, falls 
immediately into the arms of another 
disreputable scion of the samé ancestra! 
tree, from whom, without the least de- 
lay, she is again striving to part, with 
the same painful anties, amid a cloud 
of the same filthy innuendoes, disgrace- 
ful to both individuals, but especially a 
stain upon the fine American woman- 
uood that she unworthily represents,

In nearly every one of them Claudia 
told of drinking.

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Letter | ndicates That Patriots at 
Lexington Knew of British 


. Movement. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—Walter. Ben- 
jamin, a publisher, has a document 
which he believes proves that Paul 


Revere never made the midnight ride 
attributed to him by Longfellow and 
tradition. It is a letter from John 
Hancock to Elbridge Gerry, dated Lex- 
ington, April 18, 1775. at 9 o’clock. This 
was the night before the battle and 
three hours before Revere, according 
to Longfellow, ‘crossed the bridge 
into Medford town.”’ 

The letter reads: 

‘Dear sir: I am much obliged for 
your notice. It is said the officers are 
gone along the Concord road, and I will 
send word thither. I am fully agreed 
with you that we ought to be serious, 
and I hope your decision will be “ef- 
fectual. I intended doing myself the 
pleasure of being with you tomorrow. 
My respects to the committee. I am 
your real friend, JOHN HANCOCK.” 

Mr. Benjamin says tf Hancock of the 
Committee of Safety knew at 9 o'clock 
troops had gone along the Concord 
road, Lexington and Concord were 
fully aroused to the danger and there 
would have been no need for Paul Re- 
vere to send ‘Through the night his 
cry of alarm to every Middlesex vil- 
lage and farm.”’ 

The guarded expressions in the note, 
Benjamin says, were due to the troub- 
lcus times when Hancock might ex- 
pect to have his mail seized and did 
not want to have the correspondence 
Letray more information than was ab- 
solutely necessary. 

The evidence of the Hancock letter to 
Gerry has been made xnown before, for 
it was published in 1828 in the rare 
“Life of Gerry,” but the date with 
the -hour of 9 o’clock wes omitted, so 
that, printed with others, it caused no 
comment. In the original copy the date 
is there in Hancock's writing.

Scores of rescue parties in boats are 
today scouting the flooded districts to 
relieve hundreds in danger through the 
flooding of their homes during the night. 
The full loss of life cannot be estimated 
until they return. All night a few men 
in boats worked taking people from 
the flooded homes. Distress signals were 
fired frequently. 

Cottonwood River was the scene of the 
drowning of the three Thorpes. Their 
carriage toppled off a bridge and 
Thorpe, his bride and a sister were 
drowned. 

Nora Coleman met death when she 
was swept from her horse while trying 
to ford Mustang Creek. 


Track Undermined, Train Wrecked. 
Near El] Reno the rains undermined 
the Frisco tracks, resulting in the 
wreck of a train. Brakeman McPher- 
son leaped from a car and was caught 
in the wreckage and killed. No account 
of the drowning of the two men near 
Vinita has been given. 

Practically every river throughout this 
region has been affected. Latest reports 
Say the Arkansas and Neosho are rising 
four inches an hour. The Cottonwoad 
River here is rising a foot an hour.

"WAR CAUSED BY DRINK’ 


Speaker Asserts Conflict of 
61-65 Was Brought On by 
Drunken Congressmen.

Dr. John Harmon, president of Mc- 
Kendree College, Lebanon, Ill., talking 
te an audience that filled the First M. 
EB. Church at Belleville Sunday night, 
- told them that Belleville was intrenched 
behind beer bottles, that St. Clair Coun- 
ty was “raising hell instead of men,” 
that he saw 10 times as many drunkards 
and heard 50 times as many oaths in a 
street-car ride through East St. Louis 
as in a 10,000-mile journey, and a few 
more things like that. 

He also charged that the Civil War 
Was caused by the fiery speeches of 
drunken congressmen. 

“When a preacher goes to a new 
church,”’ he said, “it is the rule for a 
committee to call around in a few days 
and ask him not to preach on the tem- 
perance question, for fear that it will 
hurt the church. They made that re- 
quest of me. I told them-I would not 
preach on temperance except occasional- 
ly, when I felt like it. 

Says Churches Must Combine. 

“If I were running hell and were the 
boss of the business I wouldn't give a 
hearty welcome to a church or a min- 
ister afraid to tackle the saloon. When 
the time comes that every minister takes 
a stand against it, with his church be- 
hind him, it will be good-by to the sa- 
Igon. Any church that won't fight the 
Saloon deserves to be buried in the ec- 
clesiastical potters field. 

“The saloon is the biggest gold brick 
ever put off on thé public.

PUBLICATION OF 
HALE INTERVIEW 


Cables von Buelow Accepting 
His Verdict on the 
Article. 








ERROR CAUSED BY HALE 





Word From Him Would Have 
Caused Suppression of Pub- 
lication Altogether. 





NEW YORK, Nov. %.—The World 
yesterday sent the following cable mes- 
sage concerning the Hale interview, 
which also was printed in the Post- 
Dispatch: 

“Prince von Buelow, Imperial Chancel- 
lor, Berlin: After a painstaking investi- 
gation, the New York World finds no 
convincing basis of fact for its published 
synopsis of the Hale interview with His 
Majesty, the German Emperor. It ac- 
cepts your verdict that the alleged inter- 
view ascribed to the Emperor ‘stupidly 
absurd words which he cannot have ut- 
tered.’ 

“As a matter of simple justice to the 
German Emperor and the German peo- 
ple, the World will print an editorial 
leader Monday morning expressing its 
sincere regret at the publication of a 
synopsis which it regards as misleading 
and mischievous. 

“It was an honest mistake, commit- 
ted merely through overzeal, without the 
knowledge of the proprietor or chief 
editor and so late at night that the arti- 
cle did not appear in the first edition. 
Proofs of the synopsis sent to the au- 
thor of the interview had been corrected 
in his own handwriting and this was 
naturally accepted as evidence that. the 
article as printed was personally ap- 
proved by him. 

“THE NEW YORK WORLD.” 


Text of Editorial. 

The World editorial printed today is 
as follows: 

“CORRECTION. 

“After a painstaking Inquiry § the 
World frankly declares that it finds no 
convincing basis of fact for the so- 
called synopsis of the Hale interview 
with the German Emperor. 

“When Prince Von Buelow informed 
the Berlin correspondent of the Petit 
Parisien that the New York World’s 
version of the interview ascribed to 
the Kaiser ‘‘stupidly absurd words 
which he cannot have uttered,’’ the 
German Chancellor pronounced ‘a 
judgment which the World accepts as 
the correct conclusion to be drawn from 
its own investigation, at least so far as 
the personally offensive expressions 
imputed to the Kaiser are concerned. 

“The Rev. Dr. Hale seems to have 
told various persons, including his edi- 
torial chiefs in the New York Times 
office, about his conversation with the 
Kaiser, of which he was tremendously 
proud. He had hawked the manuscript 
of the interview around the offices of 
various periodicals, and after its sup- 
pression by the Century, a great volume 
of gossip was in circulation. When the 
World obtained what purported to be a 
synopsis of the Rev. Dr. Hale’s own 
account of the Kaiser’s remarks, it sub- 
mitted the proofs of the article to him 
and he read them. Ten words from 
him would have made publication im- 
possible; yet he contented himself with 
the excision of several statements that 
slightly involved his personal vanity, 
leaving every essential paragraph un- 
touched. 


Reporter Not to Blame. 

“The World fully believes its reporter 
swore truly when he made affidavit 
that the Rev. Dr. Hale suggested no 
changes whatever except those in his 
own handwriting on the proof slips, 
and gave no intimation that the synop- 
sis was otherwise inaccurate. His own 
corrections marked on the margin of 
the proof slips are conclusive as to 
the issue of veracity. 

“The Rev. Dr. Hale was plainly will- 
ing that the synopsis should be printed, 
provided he were left free to disavow it 
afterward. As a subordinate employe 
of our esteemed contemporary, the New 
York Times, whose able and successful 
chief editorial manager, Mr. William C. 
Reick, is under personal obligations to 
the Kaiser for the Order of the Crown, 
and might sharply resent any public be- 
trayal of the Emperor’s confidence, 
such a course would very well serve 
the Rev. Dr. Hale’s self-interest while 


|gratifying his extreme vanity and his 


appetite for ‘urther international no- 


toriety. 
Story Hurriedly Prepared. 


“It is fair to add, perhaps, that neith- 
er the proprietor, chief editor nor any 
of the managers of The World had 
knowledge of this synopsis until after it 
was printed. Tue article did not appear 
in the first edition, which ts evidence of 
the undue haste with which, unfortu- 
nately, it was sent to press at a late 
hour of the night in the honest belief 
that the Rev. Dr. Hale in personally 
correcting the proofs had affirmed the 
truth of every statement he left un-+ 
tuched. 

“The World nevertheless, holds no 
brief for the doctrine of journalistic in- 
fallibility and is not afraid to admit its 
errors. 
Emperor is entitled to the same meas- 
ure of justice that every honorable 
newspaper should accord to prince and 
pauper alike. 

‘Convinced that the Kaiser could not 
have uttered—and least of all to a total 
stranger—some of the ‘stupidly absurd 
words’ attributed to him, the World 
sincerely regrets the published synopsis 
of the Hale interview as mistaken, mis- 
leading and mischievous.

Pro- 
hibition sentiment has become so strong 
all over the United States thgt Mr. 
Taft, feeling the pulse of the country, 
has turned down his glass in obedience 
to the dictates of that sentiment. His 
judgment and sentiment have been that 
way, but he has not had the moral 
courage to come out. But the sentiment 
became so strong that it could not be 
resisted. Now that the first man of the 


country has turned down his giass, I 


hope that other men whose principles 
are all right, but who has been lacking 
in courage, will follow his example. 
Every man who occupies a high public 
position should be a total abstainer for 
the sake of his example. 


Ben Blewett, superintendent of pub- 
tie schools: What Mr. Taft does with 
his glass is a matter that should be 
left entirely to his own judgment. He 
has shown that he is capable of exer- 
cising it. It is not more incumbent 
upon a man in a high official position 
to be an abstainer than it is upon a 
man in a more humble position. I im- 
agine that Mr. Taft thought it would 
be to his physical advantage to dis- 
continue drinking, and that He turned 
his glass down for that reason. 

Rolla Wells, Mayor of St. Louis: 
What Mr. Taft does with his glass is 
a matter for his individual conscience. 
I do not think it is proper to discuss 
his announcement or to indicate a line 
of conduct for another individual. 


John P. Boyce, Supply Commisston- 
er: I think Mr. Taft is the best judge 
of his own habits. He knows the need 
of his abstemiousness better than I do. 


James Y. Player, Comptroller: It 
has always been understood that Mr. 
Taft is a temperate man. I don’t think 
it was necessary for him to announce 
that he was going to discontinue his 
practice of taking a drink once in ten 
days or so. 

Patrick J. Regan, City Register: 
That's fine. Mr. Taft recognizes that 
the time has come when a public of- 
ficial who occupies such a high place 
must not drink. Mr. Taft knows that 
it is not only not essential for a man 
to drink while discharging his public 
duties, but that it is detrimental. Mr. 


Taft has a clear head and he intends to 


keep it. 

Daniel G, Taylor, Judge of the Cir- 
cult Court: My own view is that the 
personal habits of a public official, so 
far as they do not interfere with the 
proper performance of his duties, are 
his own business. However, it is com- 
mendable in a man who occupies a posi- 
tion such as the presidency to seek to 
set‘an example by adherence to self- 
control and abstinence. 

James E. Withrow, Judge of the Cir- 
cult Court: It is commendable in a 
public official to refrain from drinking 
to excess or so as to conflict with the 
proper discharge of his duties. Taking 
other kinds of stimulants ts just as bad. 
A public official's private habits, when 


he is not engaged in his duties, are of 


no concern to -nyone else, unless he is 
incapacitated for his public duties as a 
result. A public official should so con- 
duct himself as to prevent criticism, if 
possible. 

Mathew G. Reynolds, Judge of the 
Cireult Court: Mr. Taft's action is 
wholesome. He may be compelled to 
serve wine at state dinners, but it wil) 
not be necessary for him to drink. A 
man's personal habits, where they do 
not make him offensive to himself or the 
public, are a matter of his own concern. 
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ALLIANCE 10 ASK THAT 


HADLEY KEEP THE LID ON 
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Protestant Ministers Vote to Send Committee to 
Governor-Elect Urging That Mulvihill’s 
Work With Saloons Be Continued.

The Evangelical Alliance, composed of 
ministers of various Protestant denom- 
inations, voted at its monthly meeting 
Monday to send a committee of three to 
ask Governor-elect Hadley to appoint an 
Excise Commissioner who wo con- 
tinue the work done in that office by 
Thomas E. Mulvihill. 

The Rev. John B. Toomay, chairman 
of the alliance, is to appoint the com- 
mittee. The resolution, reported by the 
Executive Committee, was passed with- 
out discussion or a dissenting vote. 

At the meeting, held in the Odd Fel- 
lows’ building, the Rev. W. F. Andrews 
of Centenary M. E. Church South, was 
the chief speaker. He condemned news- 
papers and the clergy, in the same 
breath, charging both with subserviency 
to rich men and moneyed interests. 

Need of Heroic Ministry. 

“Truly,’’ said Dr. Andrews, ‘“‘we need 
a newspaper with a soul, one which will 
not be run from its business office and 
shield itself behind a soulless corpora- 
tion. But we need a heroic ministry 
even more.” 

“The man in the pulpit, with a fam- 
ily to support and social position to look 
out for, has his weather eye on the 
views and wishes of his wealthy par- 
ishioners, and the effect shows in his 
life and his work. 

Entitled to Blue Ribbons. 

“If the ministry were composed of he- 
roes I believe that in a few months we 
ministers would be without charges, 
and would be entitled to blue ribbons 
as the prize fools of our day. 

“Few of our city ministers are will- 
ing to go into the slums and do the 
work that is needed there. That is how 
the church has lost its hold on the 
workingman and the poor man. They 
have turned their backs on the church.’ 

Need of Downtown Church. 

“T believe the church and the preach- 
ers have lost out with the laboring man 
and the poor man. The masses have 
turned their backs upon us. It is not 
always necessary to take the Bible 
along in doing slum work. When you 
instill patriotism into the slum children 
and the downtown classes, you have the 
foundation for true religion. I don't 
believe the work will be, or can be, done 
by missions. They will never convert 
the world. 

“The downtown church, the sure 
enough church, is a necessity. I do not 
mean a church where a lot of rich girls 
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do a patronizing work, passing out 
sandwiches and caring for babies while 
the mothers work. I mean a sure 
enough church of God. , . 

“Every church member should. have a 
dual membership. If he attends serv- 
ice at a wealthy church in the West End 
he should also have membership in a 
downtown church, hold office in it, de- 
vote some of his time to it and attend 
service there at least once a month.’’

Are we to understand the organs and agents of 
the Terminal Trust as holding that under all cir- 
cumstances it is unprogressive and unpatriotic for 
inhabitants of St. Louis to question the motives 
of the monopoly or to oppose the demands that. 
it makes upon the community? 

Is it the meaning of these organs and agents 
that to resist the trust is to attack the best inter- 
ests of the city; that to antagonize the extension 
of the trust’s powers is to place one’s self in 
open and notorious hostility to commercial en- 
terprise, and that to propose competition in the 
matter of bridges and terminals is to be an out- 
cast and a reprobate? Ns 

Is monopoly the only refuge? If monopoly be 
checked or removed, shall our terminals cease to 
exist and shall traffic languish? Is it conceivable 
that the future growth and prosperity of this 
great city depend wholly upon the operations of 
a toll-taking trust? 

Furthermore, if it be proof. of the highest intel- 
ligence and virtue to dream of and scheme for 
one great and growing system of monopolized 
terminals, how are we to assume that it is a high 
crime to favor new terminals, new bridges and 
new and greatly enlarged facilities calculated to 
break the power of the monopoly, a power ex- 
erted not for business, but for extortion? 

The fact is that in this case, as in most others 
where privilege and monopoly exist, the purposes 
of monopoly as well as the purposes of those who 
oppose monopoly are misrepresented. Some men 
err unintentionally, but in many cases they are 
blind because of self interest or prejudice or sub- 
serviency. 

Those who oppose the Terminal Trust’s new 
projects are hostile only to the monopoly fea- 
tures which they contain and which they intensify. 
The organs and agents of the Terminal Trust 
antagonize free bridges and new terminals because 
they see in these things a menace to monopoly. 
We shall have terminals. We shall continue to 
extend our trade, and we shall increase our wealth 
and prestige whether we nurse the trust or take 
measures to check its gowth. The question in- 
volved is not one of life or death for anyone or 
anything—except the monopoly idea. That idea 
has been hateful to most of our people. So it 
should remain. The Post-Dispatch will not gild it 
with respectability and patriotism, for soon or 
late its falsity is certain to be revealed. 
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IBSEN AND HIS “EXPOUNDERS.” 

“Take Ibsen literally,” said Mme. Nazimova to 
Marguerite Martyn of the Post-Dispatch, “and he 
is the simplest thing in the world, because he is 
the truth.” 

Similarly wrote the late Richard Mansfield to 
a member of the Post-Dispatch staff at the time 
of his presentation of “Peer Gynt” in St. Lonis 
two seasons ago. “A white mind and a child’s 
eyes are all that is necessary to a comprehension 
of Ibsen,” he said, in effect. These interpreters 
of the Norwegian dramatist may fairly be cred- 
ited with having at least an average appreciation 
of whatever difficulties might lie in the way of 
the Ibsen student. 

They found practically no difficulties. Sim- 
plicity alone is demanded—a willingness to real- 
ize that true greatness is always simple and to 
be accepted simply. Yet what a worry and fuss 
the little two-by-four “commentators” make over 
this greatly simple man! It seems almost as if 
they strive to convince one of their own excep- 
tional greatness by having it appear that they 
are the “elect” through whom alone the general 
world can reach Ibsenic understanding.

Attorney-General Hadley’s. opinion in the 
Graves case is important, not so much on account 
of the issue raised by Judge Graves as for what 
it has to say about legislative responsibility for the 
declaration of the result of the election for State 
officers.

School Penmanship.

NO. 8—SIR WALTER RALEIGH. 


YOUNG ENGLISHMAN —courtier, dandy, soldier of fortune—received 
A from Queen Elizabeth in 1584 a decidely remarkable charter that empow- 
ered him to seize and colonize “‘any remote, heathen and barbarous land 
not actually possessed by any Christian prince or people.’’ 
_ As North America was the most “remote, heathen and barbarous land" with- 
-in his reach, the holder of the charter—Master Walter Raleigh—turned his at- 
tention to colonizing a part unknown of that country. 

Raleigh was a strange man. Fearless in fight, he was yet a flattering, 
time-serving courtier. A lover of riches and splendor, he could neverthe- 
less endure privations and live on a crust. Selfish and ambitious, he still 
yearned to form colonies in far lands for the future glory of England. Fight- 
ing, flattering, scheming, he managed at length to win Queen Elizabeth's no- 
©tice. It is said he first attracted her attention by spreading his velvet cloak 
“across a marshy spot in the path before her. and by afterward begging 
leave to wear forever the muddy cloak that had been hallowed by the touch 
of her royal foot. 

Raleigh was unlike most of the Queen's favorites. He did not care to stay 
at court to gather what crumbs of patronage he could. Instead, he begged 
“leave to form colonies in America. Up to that time nearly every one who had 
gone to the New World was a seeker for gold or fame. 
Raleigh was the first adventurer who sought to plant 
permanent colonies in what is now the United States. 
Two of his ships went early in 1584 to America, cruis- 
ing along the Atlantic coast and bringing back en- 
thusiastic accounts of the country. The tract thus explored was named 
Virginia in honor of Elizabeth, England’s “Virgin Queen.”” Raleigh was made 
a Knight as reward for giving England the new territory. For America was 
*no-man's land.’’ Whosoever could find unclaimeg shoreS was free to seize 
them in his government's name. 

; Raleigh fitted out a new expedition of seven ships, which started for Vir- 
.Zinia in 1585. A colony was established at Roanoke Island—the first to be found- 
ed between Canada and Cuba. But the settlers grew discouraged because they 
‘eould not pick up gold everywhere, and because they must hack homes out of 
“trackless forests. They were not the sort of men to brave the perils of a 
hostile wilderness. So they went back to England the next year. A second 
_colony was fitted out and sent to Chesapeake Bay. This settlement seemed 
likely to be permanent. But when Raleigh went back to look for the colonists 
‘some time later they had vanished. The Indians had swept down upon them, 
burned their houses and massacred men, women and children alfke. Raleigh, in

face of these repeated failures to colonize Virginia, wrote bravely to a friend: 


“I shall yet liye to see it an English nation.’’ 

But for the time he could do nothing further in behalf of his pet scheme. 
He had already spent more than $200.000 of his own fortune in his efforts to 
give England a lasting settlement in the New World. [Ill-luck had dogged 
every step of his enterprise. He had pointed out a road that was to be fol- 
lowed in a few years by more fortunate men. The Virginia colony was in fu- 
ture to make itself a mighty factor inthe growth of the new nation. But 
Raleigh himself was not to know the joy of founding this permanent abode. 

The chief immediate results of Raleigh's efforts in America were the intro- 
ducing of tobacco and potatoes into Europe. Raleigh, while in the New World, 
His servants once, seeing 
him puffing away at a long pipe, upset a bucket of water over him, think- 
ing Sir Walter was on fire. The smoking habit gained an instant hold over the 
‘English. One chronicler of the time speaks of tobacco as “that most bewitch- 
ing vegetable.”’ Queen Elizabeth herself smoked so much that her teeth were 
“blackened by nicotine. 

Raleigh brought to England from Virginia the first potatoes ever seen in

This goes without saying in almost 
all recipes, and we take it entirely for 
xranted. Nor do we often stop to con- 
sider whether or not our indiscriminate 
use of salt is right. Perhaps it is just 
as well, too, for: ‘‘Who shall decid 
when doctors disagree?’’ 

Scientists declare that salt is an abso- 
lute preservative of life, and we would 
never die at all if we took enough cf 
{fi (or words to that effect). And now 
comes forward the claim that salt is 
an enemy to life, and as an example of 
this we are reminded of the Indian, who 
in his native state, never tasted salt. 
To the Indian health was second na- 
ture, so that argument would seem 
worth while. 

When we say a man is “not worth 
his salt’’ we are unconsciously declar- 
ing what the old Romans said when « 
mian did not earn his wages. For the 
soldiers of Rome were paid in ‘salt, or 
sal, from whence we derive the word 
salary. 

But perhaps we are careless about 
the “pinch of salt,” and many a dish 
is spoiled for lack of it, or from an 
overdose. Bread, for instance, is ruined 
with too much salt, and ruined in such 
a way that the average cook does not 
recognize. It has a bad effect on the 
quality of the dough, without giving 
the warning of taste. Armd in a salad 
dressing it is necessary that the ‘‘pinch’’’ 
be accurate, else the flavor of the oil 
is lost. 

Salt should never be put in meat wun- 
til it is nearly cooked. 

A Mash Stick. 

Few people nowadays know what a 
“mush stick” is. Yet it was a kitchen 
necessity a generation or two ago, and 
was simply a long pine stick, flattened 
at one end, and used to stir the per- 
ridge with just as the name impliés. © It 
is too bad that, like the old-fashioned 
cornmeal mush, the stick has gone out 
of style. 

For those who still make it, 
ever, are two useful hints: 

Add a little milk ‘to the water in 
which the meal is boiled; it will make 
it brown well when fried, later. 

Be sure the water is bofling hard 
when the meal is put in, a little at a 
time; cook at least half an hour. 

Large baking powder cans are excel. 
lent for putting the hot mush in to 
cool for frying. The mold is of con- 
venient size.
